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ECONOMICS OF HUMAN RESOURCES: A BIBLIOGRAPHY 

This bibliography includes selected books, pamphlets, government documents, 
professional journal articles, and other publications dealing with the subject 
of manpower and human resources. No attempt has been made to provide an exhaus- 
tive listing of all the major works in this field, in part because the scope of 
diuman resources is so broad -- reaching across traditional disciplinary lines, 
including not only economics but also education, psychology, sociology, and 
others -- and secondly because the primary function of the bibliography is 
merely to introduce undergraduate and graduate students to representativ ? works 
in the emerging discipline of human resources. For those seeking a more ompre- 
hensive list of readings and references the indexes, abstracts, and journals 
identified at the end of the bibliograpny should prove useful.
